Law Specific On 
Hiring Teenagers 


BIRMINGHAM, ALA,—Employ- 
ers confronted by job-hunting 
teen-agers during the holiday sea- 
son must be.sure that the work and 
the hours they are assigned con- 
| form with requirements of the Fair 
Labor Standards Act, Sterling B. 
Williams, regional director of tha 
U. S. Labor Department's Wage 
and Hour and Public Contracts Di- 
visions, pointed out here today. 

"Federal law permits boys and 
girls as young as 14 to work as 
sales clerks and office employees in 
business places engaged in com- 
merce or in the production of goods 
for commerce", Williams said. 

Such work by 14-and-15 year 
olds is not permitted at any time 
| that schools in the area are in ses- j 

sion. On these days working time 

must be limited to three hours vər 
1 day and 18 hours per week. When 
| schools close for vacation, the boys 
and girls may work as much as 
eight hours per day or 40 hours 
week if ‘the work is scheduled 
tween 7 a. m. and 7 p. m. 

"Since 16 years is the minimu; 
age for general employment uh-[ 
der the Act, a wider range of jobs 
is open for older teen-agers”, Will- : 
iams added. Employers also must 
guard against assigning persons 
under 18 years to any of the 15 
occupations now listed as hazard-! 
ous by the Labor Department. 


These inclüde working as an ope- 
rator or helper on any motor ve- 
hicle and operating an elevator or 
certain power-driven machinery. 
In any case where State and Fed- 
eral child-labor laws differ, Will- 
jams said that employers are re- 
quired to observe the higher stand- 
ards. Employers and parents are 
invited to obtain further informa- 
tion from the Wage-Hour Divis- 
ion's regional office at 1401 South 
20th Street, Birmingham, Ala., or 
from the field office at 1200 S. W.
